An infantry battalion composed of from 400 to 500 men is located southeast 
of Ivailovgrad. 


There is heavy truck traffio between Lyubimets and Ivailovgrad. 
The class of 1930 has been mobilized. 


An artillery Batcalion (Podelenie) Number 4150 was reported as having been 
equipped with all new 4is guns on 14 July 1950. 


There is an anergenoy airfield located three kilometers southeast of 
Krumovgrad. 


On 25 August 1950 between ten and fifteen Soviet and Bulgarien officers 
‘arrived in Ivailovgrad. They got into three jeeps and four sedans and left 
for inspection tours of the border arene 


The tour of canpulsory military service for the infantry has been raised 
from two to three years.

The 8 Field Artillery kegiment moved to Orehove, northeast of Lyubinets . 
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10. During the night of 26 = 27 August 1950, 250 empty trucks arrived in Svilengrade 
These trucks were loaded with 170 families from Svilengrad and 130 families 
from the surrounding area who were being deported. At 6:00 pome on 27 august 
these same families were placed on a train and allegedly were being taken to 
the northern part of Bulgayvia. 
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
